TUITION REFUND PLAN 


School days, school days, dear old 
golden rule days. .. It's about 
that time again, so for those of 
you who are contemplating Fall 
registration and also for those 
already attending summer school, 
here's a review of how the HSS 
Tuition Refund Plan works. 


It is available to any regular 
employee with at least three months 
service who wishes to take courses 
which are related to his work at 
Special Surgery or required for a 
degree program at a fully accredited 
college, university, business or 
trade school. 


Six credits per semester may be 
approved, and reimbursement is made 
On the basis of grades received: 


meOorsB:) LOOZ 
CG: 753 
(Passing) D: 503% 


Reimbursement is made when a tran- 
script of grades and a bursar's 
receipt for tuition expenses are 
presented to Personnel. (Employees 
eligible for financial assistance 
under the GI Bill or other plan 
should apply for those benefits 
prior to applying to the Hospital 
program. ) 


HOW TO APPLY: 


Submit an Application for Tuition 
Refund to your Supervisor who will 
in turn forward it to the Personnel 
Department. Certain technical 
courses may be considered for 
direct payment to the school. Dis- 
cuss this and any course program 
you wish to pursue with your Super- 
visor prior to registering so that 
you will know in advance which. 
courses will be approved. Any 
additional questions may always be 
directed to the Personnel Department.
